How the Logs ar* Moving. 


1 he Mississip p i & Rum River Boom 
oomp any has m atters on the river ae 
well in hand now as though the ice 
and logs had not seriously crip p led 
them duing the early p art of theseasou. 
Every thing at Minneap olis in connec­ 
tion with the turning of tho logs to 
the mills is working smoothly . There 
are about 30,000,000 feet of logs at the 
up p er gap and more are ruuuing in 
all the time. 
There is a crew of men 
at Elk River working the logs out of 
the sloughs aud moving gradually in 
the direction of Minneap olis. 
The 
logs are coming over the Little Falls 
dam at the rate of from six to eight 
million feet p er Jay . There is a crew 
workiug at Olmstead bar about five 
miles above that p lace getting off a 
lot of logs that have stranded there. 
They are workiug to finish while the 
water ia held up by the big jam above 
Little Falls dam. 
Logs are being 
sluiced over the Brainerd dam and 
being allowed to run down the river. 
Above that dam the logs that were cut 
aud p ut into the river this winter have 
been stop p ed by the boom, and all the 
old log-1 will be over the dam in the 
course of a week or ten day s.

W ill Kill Caterpillar*. 
The following item may be of bene­ 
fit to our farmers w ho are being p es­ 
tered with the tent caterp illar,or web 
worm as it is sometimes called, and 
which are causing a good deal of 
damage in various sections the p resent 
season: 
“A farmer, in a neighboring p ap er, 
say s every y ear I hear of caterp illars 
destroy ing whole orchards, and there 
is nothing to disp ose of more easily . 
I bore a hole in a tree deep enough to 
reach the sap , fill it with sulp hur and 
then p lug it up . The result is magical. 
The sap takes up the sulp hur to every 
branch and twig aud the oaterp illar at 
once dies. 
I have never known of a 
tree being injured by it, and have p ur­ 
sued the course for y ears.” 
Prof. Otto Lugger, tho state univer­ 
sity etomulogist writes the following 
letter regarding tho p ost: 
“The worms infesting basswood aud 
all other trees, is a teut-eaterp illar. 
Two sp ecies are now at work almost 
iu every p art of the state, the one on 
basswood is the ‘teut-caterp illar of the 
forest,’ while the other is th e ‘orchard 
tent-caterp illar.’ 
The latter p refers 
p lums, cherries, ap p les, etc.,and makes 
a large, white and tent-like home. 
Up on small trees these worms are 
readily killed with a torch, or by the 
use of kerosene oil, since the worms 
are social and remain together in large 
numbers in or near their nest. 
They 
feed but twice p er day , when they 
leave their nest in a very soldier-like 
manner, 
marching iu regula, order 
to their ‘grub.’ 
YY tule at home the 
torch, etc., should be ap p lied. 
This 
is rather a hard treatm ent for a worm 
that is so regularía its habits; in fact, 
it seems wrong to p unish it for stay ­ 
ing at home. 
The use of Paris green 
or London p urp le by means of a sp ray 
will also kill them. 
The worms are 
more than half grown at p resent and 
will be a thing o f the p ast in less thau 
two weeks. But th y will return again 
(or tboir offsp ring) next y ear, hence 
sp ray ing is necessary . 
Two y ears 
from now they will also ap p ear in even 
larger numbers, but will be killed off 
by a disease. 
I am sorry to say that 
I have not been able to p rop agate this 
disease, but have not y et given up 
hop e of being able to do so in the 
fa ture.” 


They Were Disap p ointed. 
A number of North Atchison girls 
recently invited their friends to a 
p arty , say ing that a feature of the en­ 
tertainm ent would be a swimming 
match between two girls. 
Ey ory one 
went, aud found that thi-> p art of the 
p rogram was carried out by two girls 
sitting at a table, with a bowl of water 
between them, in which a match float­ 
ed. 
The men felt that they had been 
cheated.—Atchison!Kansas) Globe. 


A Olanc« mt It* ChmI Tjrp * of Nattv* fo- 
tutbltMt*. 
It cannot be said th at tbe Swati 
variety of P atban is a very attra c t­ 
ive p erson, w rites H. W. Lawson, 
!n the London Telegrap h. 
Among 
P ath an s the Bwatis look som ew hat 
p uny and in face not less ill favored. 
The ty p o is intensely Semitic, ami 
tho race here fanatically M oham­ 
medan. It would be unfair to judge 
of w hat standard of civilization 
they m ay be cap able just now, for 
our sy stem of order has not y et tak­ 
en root, and m urder and theft are 
still things of every day life. 
Two m ornings before my arrival a 
sep oy , ill of confluent smallp ox, 
was stabbed to death in an isolated 
tent, and it is to be devoutly hop ed 
th a t the p ublic p rop hecy of the p o­ 
litical officer of its visitation on the 
m urderer or m urderess m ay be ful­ 
filled. 
Only a short tim e sinoe his 
aais w ent down to the p olo ground 
In the up p er valley w ith a p ony . On 
th e w ay he was killed by a D irghar 
Bwati, who evidently w anted to get 
hold of the anim al, but after m ount­ 
ing it took the w rong road and gal­ 
lop ed into a p urty of £ ikh s returning 
from drill. One of them p rom p tly 
hit the p ony over tho nose and the 
scoundrel fell into their arms. 
By 
10 o ’clock the sam e m orning he hud 
p aid the p enalty of his crime. This 
sort of outrage is common enough, 
and Swati op inion, « ceh as it is, does 
not condemn the m urder of a Kaffir, 
w hite or black, Sikh or English, but 
to kill a sahib is too dangerous to 
the tribal p ocket aud the tribal ex­ 
istence to be lightly attem p ted. 
Before long the district will settle 
down to a more p eaceful state. From 
an 
archaeological 
and 
religious 
standp oint, this p art of the country 
is full of a p eculiar interest, for 
these Sw at valley s were the very 
seat and center of early Buddhism. 
No m ound is ever disturbed without 
great quantities of Buddhist relics 
and objects of w orship being discov­ 
ered. 
F irst of all, there are the 
statues of Asoka him self, 
then 
group s collected around him after 
tho m anner of th e xneducval p ic­ 
tures of the adoration, and, lastly , 
friezes of a classical kind. The taste 
ami sty le are som ew hat varied, the 
later ones betray ing tho usual evi­ 
dence of Hindoo influenco in the 
grotesquonesH of their art. 
Most of 
tho e arlier kind are full of Greek 
ty p es, and were undoubtedly tho 
result of the conquest of Alexander 
th e G re at A t C’hukdurra, ten miles 
bey ond th e M alakund, there is a 
bridge over tho Bwat river at a p lace 
w here tradition say s a certain p or­ 
tion of A lexander’s arm y crossed, 
com ing into India the sam e way our 
force went up to ChitraL 
In the 
m useum s sorno of these Buddhist 
m em orials have beon p ieced togeth­ 
er, and in th at way show how high 
was th e artistic p ower of the urtists 
of early day s. 
Such is th e fan ati­ 
cism of the Swati p op ulation even 
now th at they hardly ever bring in 
u Buddlia w ithout first initiating 
him by chop p ing off tho classic nose. 
Very p rop erly the finds thus sp oiled 
earn uo rew ards. 
It is just this fa­ 
naticism th a t requires keep ing in 
cheek. 
The brigade at M alakund 
and at tho various p osts and forts is 
kep t at full streugth and not w ith­ 
out need. 
Even so, it strikes the 
m ost casual critic th at it is too near 
the base and too concentrated to 
keep the C hitral road as op en as it 
ought to be. A half ftay house will 
soon have to bo found und furnished.

Arms Mini Lrg*. 
According to the result of m any 
m easurem ents m ade at the A nthro­ 
p ological laboratory In Loudon, tho 
rig h t arm in hum an beings is in a 
m ajority of cases longer than tho 
left arm , while, on tho contrary , the 
left le» g is longer than the right log. 
Sometimes, however, tho relative 
p rop ortions are exactly reversed, 
but very seldom does p erfect equal­ 
ity exist between the two sides. The 
tendency of the rig h t arm to exceed 
the left arm in strength issomew'hat 
greater in men thau in women, while 
equality of strength in tho two arm s 
occurs alm ost twice as frequently 
w ith women as w ith men.

How tbs Logs ara Moving. 
The Mississippi A Rom River Boom 
company has matters on tha river aa 
well in hand now aa though the ic# 
and logs had not seriously cnpplad 
them doing the early part of the season. 
Every thing at Minneapolis in connec­ 
tion with the turning of the logs to 
the mills is working smoothly. There 
are about 30,000,000 feet of logs at the 
upper gap and more are Tanning in 
all the time. There is a crew of men 
at Elk River working the logs out of 
the sloughs and moving gradually in 
the direction of Minneapolis. 
The 
logs are coming over the Little Falls 
dam at the rate of from six to eight 
million feet per day. There is a crew 
working at OI instead bar shoat five 
miles above that place getting off a 
lot of logs that have stranded there. 
They are working to finish while the 
water ie held ap by the big jam above 
Little Falla dam. 
Logs are being 
sluiced over the Brainerd dam and 
being allowed to ran down the river. 
Above that dam the logs that war* cat 
aud pot into the river this winter have 
been stopped by the boom, and all the 
old logs will be over the dam in the 
course of a week or ten days.—Lam 
herman. 


Will Kill Caterpillars. 
The following item may be of bene­ 
fit to our farmers who are being pes­ 
tered with the tent caterpillar, or web 
worm aa it is sometimes called, and 
which are censing a good deal of 
damage in various sections the present 
season: 
“A farmer, in a neighboring paper, 
says every year I hear of caterpillars 
destroying whole orchards, ana there 
is nothing to dispose of more easily. 
I bore a hole in a tree deep enough to 
reach the sap, fill it with sulphur and 
then plug it up. The result is magical. 
The sap takes up the sulphur to every 
branch and twig and the caterpillar at 
once dies. I have never known of a 
tree being injured by it, and have pur­ 
sued the course for years.” 
Prof. Otto Lugger, the state univer 
sity ethnologist writes the following 
letter regarding the pest: 
“The worms infesting basswood and 
all other trees, is a tent-eaterpillar. 
Two species are now at work almost 
in every part of the state, the one on 
basswood is the ‘tent-catorpillar of the 
forest,’ while the other is tha'orchard 
tent-caterpillar.' The latter prefers 
plums, cherries, apples, etc.,and makee 
a large, white and tont-lika home. 
Upon small trees thsse worms are 
readily killed with a torch, or by tha 
use of kerosene oil, since tbs worms 
are social and remain together in large 
numbers in or near their nest. They 
feed bat twice per day, when they 
leave their nest in a very soldier-like 
manner, marching in regular order 
to their ‘grab.’ While at home the 
torch, etc., should be applied. This 
is rather a hard treatment for a worm 
that is so regular in its habits; in fact, 
it seems wrong to punish it for stay 
ing at home. The nae of Paris green 
or London purple by means of a spray 
will also kill them. The worms are 
more than half grown at present and 
will be a thing of the past in less than 
two weeks. Bat th y will return again 
or their offspring) next year, hence 
spraying is necessary. 
Two years 
from now they will also appear in even 
urger numbers, bat will be killed off 
by a disease. I am sorry to say that 
I have not been able to propagate this 
disease, bot have not yet given up 
lope of being able to do so in the 
future.” 


It cannot be said that the flw M 
variety af Pathan la a very attract­ 
ive person, writes EL W. Lawson, 
In the London Telegraph. Among 
Pa thens the Swatia look somewhat 
pony and in face not lees Ul favored. 
The type is intensely Semitic, and 
the race here fanatically Moham­ 
medan. It would be unfair to judge 
of what standard of civilization 
they may be capable just now, for 
our system of order has not yet tak­ 
en root, and murder and theft are 
still things of everyday life. 
Two mornings before my arrival a 
sepoy, ill of confluent smallpox, 
was stabbed to death in an isolated 
tent, and it is to be devoutly hoped 
that the publio prophecy of the po­ 
litical officer of its visitation on the 
murderer or murderees may be ful­ 
filled. Only a short time sines his 
asia went down to the polo ground 
in the upper valley with a pony. On 
the way he was killed by a Dirghar 
Swat!, who evidently wanted to get 
hold of the animal, but after mount­ 
ing it took the wrong road and gal­ 
loped into a party of £ikhs returning 
from drill. One of them promptly 
hit the pony over the nose and the 
scoundrel fell into their arms. By 
IO o’clock the same morning he had 
paid the penalty of his crime. This 
sort of outrage is common enough, 
and Swati opinion, such as it is, does 
not condemn the murder of a Kaffir, 
white or black, Sikh or English, but 
to kill a sahib is too dangerous to 
the tribal pocket aud the tribal ex­ 
istence to be lightly attempted. 
Before long the district will settle 
down to a more peaceful state. From 
an archaeological and 
religious 
standpoint, this part of the country 
ie full of a peculiar interest, for 
these Swat valleys were the very 
seat and center of early Buddhism. 
No mound is ever disturbed without 
great quantities of Buddhist relics 
and objects of worship being discov­ 
ered. First of all, there are the 
statues of Asoka himself, then 
groups collected around him after 
the manner of the mediaeval pic­ 
tures of the adoration, and, lastly, 
friezes of a classical kind. The taste 
and style are somewhat varied, the 
later ones betraying the usual evi­ 
dence of Hindoo influence in the 
grotesqueness of their a rt Most of 
tho earlier kind are full of Greek 
types, and were undoubtedly the 
result of the conquest of Alexander 
the Great At Chukdurra, ten miles 
beyond the Malakund, there is a 
bridge over the Swat river at a place 
where tradition says a certain por­ 
tion of Alexander's army crossed, 
coming into India the same way our 
force went up to ChitraL In the 
museums some of these Buddhist 
memorials have been pieced togeth­ 
er, and in that way show bow high 
was the artistic power of the artists 
of early days. Such is the fanati­ 
cism of the Swati population even 
now that they hardly ever bring in 
a Buddha without first initiating 
him by chopping off the classic nose. 
Very properly the finds thus spoiled 
earn no rewards. 
It is just this fa­ 
naticism that requires keeping in 
check. 
The brigade at Malakund 
and at the various posts and forts is 
kept at full strength and not with­ 
out need. Even so, it strikes the 
most casual critic that it is too near 
the base and too concentrated to 
keep the Chitral road as open as it 
ought to he. A half fa y house will 
soon have to be found and furnished.

Two interesting 
questions 
present 
them selves concerning the length of 
tim e during which the pigeon can re­ 
collect the place of his home and the 
distance from which he is able to find 
his way back to it, says the Popular 
Science M onthly. 
Some birds have 
found their way home after five years’ 
absence, and it is generally considered 
th at good birds can be depended upon 
for six m onths. Pigeons have returned 
from Vienna and from Rome to B rus­ 
sels, and others, sold to be carried 
away to America, have made their 
way back to their original ow ner in 
Belgium. 
W hen pigeons were to be 
sent back ami forth it has been usual 
to keep two sets, with th eir respective 
homes at either end of the course; 
and, when they have reached their 
home, to carry them back to the places 
from which they are to be dispatched. 
An ingenious process has been devised 
to overcome this difficulty and cause 
the birds to fly with equal certainty in 
both directions. 
Pigeons, for example, 
whose home is in Paris, are confined 
for several days at St. Denis and fed 
there at a stated hour every day with 
some favorite food which is not given 
them at their real home. 
They 
be­ 
come, in the course of tim e, fam iliar 
with their new home and its choica 
dishes. 
W hen set at liberty they start 
off at once for Paris, w ithout forget­ 
ting the good things they enjoyed at 
St. Denis. 
W hen they are to be sent 
hack they are made to fast a little 
while and are then let loose about 
feeding tim e at St. Denis. 
They go 
thither, and, when they have their 
own way. tim e their going so as to be 
there at the exact m om ent of feeding. 
Birds have thus been taught to fly 
back and 
forth 
regularly 
between 
places th irty m iles apart.

LEX ANDRI A 
has 
been 
asleep 
so 
long, the sunshine 
has been dream ing 
undisturbed in her 
quiet streets for so 
m any years and her 
quaint old houses 
have such an air 
of m ysterious w ait­ 
ing in th eir old­ 
fashioned 
grand­ 
eur th a t it seems alm ost a sacrilege to 
tear away the curtain of contented si­ 
lence which tim e has hung there and 
to gaze with m odern eyes half blinded 
by 
the dust of unceasing w hirl at the 
bright, stately days of patch And pow­ 
der, says a correspondent of the New 
York Tribune. N early every house has 
its bit of hlMory, Its comedy of dances 
and assem blies, or its darker tragedy 
of m isfortune, death and even m urder. 
Among the places crowded w ith his­ 
torical m yths and shadows 
the 
old 
Carlyle house stands pre-em inent, for 
It has played Its part in all the w ar­ 
fare of the country and has had no less 
a share in the heyday of A lexandria’s 
glory. 
Built of stone 
and 
Holland 
bricks by the early settlers, supposad- 
\f in 1640, it was used 
during 
the 
French and Indian w ar as a fort; and 
in the old kitchen th at is now falling 
Into decay there is a w ell*that has 
supplied the place with w ater through 
all the varied phases of its long exist­ 
ence. 
It was in the house th a t rose 
above the fort, w’hich, by the way, 
made a most convenient foundation, 
not to m ention stables and dungeons, 
th at Braddock, in consultation with 
the governors of five colonies, planned 
his ill-fated cam paign; 
here 
young 
George W ashington received his first 
com m ission; the w ar of 1812 saw it 
in use as a powder m agazine and a 
prison, while in the civil w ar it was 
Used as a hospital. 
Around the colo­ 
nial period, however, when Alexan­ 
dria’s glory was brightest, most of the 
interest centers; for. though the old 
house is now com paratively unknown 
and obscure, being hidden by the sur­ 
rounding 
wings 
of 
the 
Braddock 
house, in those days its pillared porti­ 
co looked down upon long terraces, 
bordered with slender Lom bardy pop­ 
lars. The wide hall is flanked on e ith ­ 
er side by quaint little rooms, the most 
fam ous pf which is the “blue parlor," 
unchanged since the days of W ash­ 
ington, where the w hite cornice 
is 
carved in queer little roses and thistles 
to rem ind them , perhaps, of the old 
E nglish days of “ M erry Carlyle.” 
It 
was to this room th a t little Sallie F air­ 
fax tripped down the m ahogany stairs 
to dance at her first ball with Gen. 
W ashington and in the tiny antecham ­ 
ber in front Gen. Braddock slept. 
Up­ 
stairs the room s are sm all and the 
m odern housewife would look in dis­ 
may at the cupboards, for they are 
scarcely more than two feet square. 
The windows which front the river or­ 
iginally opened upon a balcony th at 
overhung a m ost enticing garden, but 
the balcony has gone and the old gar­ 
den, with its circular path of brick, 
its great box-trees and w istaria vines, 
is fast becoming a dream of the past. 
On the third floor the rooms are sm all­ 
er and so still th at but for the spotless 
w hitew ash they m ight easily be peo­ 
pled w ith ghosts. 
At one end of the 
passage th a t runs between the rooms 
there is a door leading into a corridor 
of the old hotel and down its length 
of blackness it is said that the wailing 
of a baby, long since 
dead, 
often 
breaks through the stillness of the 
night. 
So much for the ghosts, who, 
unfortunately, do not walk in broad 
daylight, but the old vaults, far down 
below, are surely spooky enough, even 
w here the sunlight pours 
its 
warm 
flood through the doorless archway. 
In one of the partitions 
above 
the 
vaults stands an old cupboard, made 
by the Indians, w ith traces of beading 
thickly covering the doors. The beads, 
however, have all disappeared. 
Down 
the stone stairs again, to the left, there 
is supposed to be an underground way 
th at led to the river, which in those 
days was nearer by several hundred 
feet than it is now, but the vault has 
long been walled in, and its secrets 
are 
still 
unsolved. 
The 
Braddock 
house, which surrounds this relic of 
a bygone stateliness, is of a much la t­ 
er date, but a quaint, ram bling enough 
old place it is. The front was original­ 
ly built for a bank, and the rest of the 
house was added afterw ard. 
It, too, 
has seen m any changes and much de­ 
generation, and its wings seems fairly 
to shake w ith holy horror at the buzz­ 
ing of the telegraph wires th at have 
th eir hom e in its staid and proper 
walls. 
S traight down the street from 
the Braddock house is the old Clagett 
tavern (they were all taverns in those 
days), whose lower floor has been de­ 
generated into som ething that is more 
like a junk shop than anything else, 
but upstairs are the assem bly rooms, 
which, it is said, George W ashington 
often honored w ith his presence. There 
is a queer little m usicians’ 
gallery 
looking into it th at was accessible only 
from the lower hall by m eans of a lad­ 
der, as the tiny door leading into it 
is high up in the wall. 
W hen the 
m usicians had assem bled the ladder 
was taken away, leaving th^se unfor­ 
tunates no way of escape. This room, 
now divided into three, is used as a 
club room by aln organization th at has 
done m uch to preserve and care for it. 
The carved w ainscoting and m olding 
are still the same, though the place has 
been, of course, much modernized. On 
the opposite side of the hall is the 
room occupied by the famous “ Fem ale 
Stranger," and it is still pointed out to 
all other strangers, m ale or female, for 
wherever there is a m ystery unsolved, 
and a trifle uncanny, the interest al­ 
ways seems the greatest. 
This per­ 
son, who is know’n only as4he “ Fem ale 
S tranger,” came to the tavern early in 
the century. 
She stayed 
just 
four 
days, and during th a t tim e held no 
converse w ith any one save her ser­ 
vants, to whom she spoke alw ays in 
French. 
At the end of th at tim e she 
Bed, but ju st before her death her hus­ 
band arrived and in his 
arm s 
she 
breathed her last. 
The m onum ent lie 
?rected to her is still well preserved 
m d stands in St. P aul’s cem etery, out 
beyond the city. 
The stone is a little 
lark , there is a caping around the lot 
m d a willow tree bends over her head, 
rh e words seem to have a peculiar sig­ 
nificance, could the m ystery be fath ­ 
omed, perhaps the tragedy of the life 
;ut off so suddenly, or perhaps the 
struggling rquj th a t had 
found 
its 
oeace: 


Strange words for a soul released 
from its bondage; stranger still the 
unsolved m ystery that hangs about 
lier. 
Many are the speculations made, 
some even averring that she was the 
daughter of Aaron Burr, the unfortu­ 
nate Theodosia, but this 
seems 
in­ 
credible, and nothing definite can be 
learned concerning this episode of a 
life to which, perhaps, it was the calm 
and peaceful ending. 


CALIFORNIA 
FRUIT 
A B R O A D . 


W hy There I s No! a L a r g a D e m a n d fo r 


I t In E u r o p e . 
There is certain to be a largely in­ 
creased supply of fruit seeking a m ar­ 
ket w ithin the next two years, owing 
to the fact th at^th q num ber of trees 
in bearing will be alm ost doubled w ith­ 
in th a t tim e, says the San Francisco 
A rgonaut 
L ast year, in spite of -the 
developm ent of the shipm ents to the 
eastern states, there was a surplus, and 
prices received were far below 
w hat 
they should have been. 
Shipm ents to 
Europe have been m ade for a num ber 
of years, but it m ust be confessed th a t 
the results have been decidedly unsatis­ 
factory. 
The first shipm ent last year 
was one of 4,000 boxes of plum s and 
pears from Sacram ento. Com plaint was 
made th a t some of the boxes were dam ­ 
aged and that the fruit was too sm all, 
and the prices obtained were low. The 
average price obtained for the pears, 
which were B artletts, was from $1.32 to 
$1.92 for a fifty-pound box; the plum s 
brought $1.80 a crate. Two weeks later 
a consignm ent of 10,000 
half-cases of 
peaches, pears and plum s arrived. They 
were of good size and quality, and in 
fine condition. 
But the peaches were 
sold at from 84 cents to $1.56; 
the 
plum s from 72 cents to $1.94; W illiam 
p°ars from 72 to 84 cents; H ardys. $1.44. 
The prices were depressed on account 
of the large supplies of 
French 
and 
English fruit in the m arket. The next 
consignm ent brought 78 cents to $1.32 
for pears, $1.08 to $1.68 for peaches, and 
$1.26 lo $1.40 for plums. 
A week later 
another lot arrived, and 
brought 
72 
cents to $1.24 for peaches. 48 to 84 cents 
for pears, and 48 cents to $2.04 for a 
very superior quality 
of 
plums. 
In 
Septem ber the prices obtained were: 
Peaches, $1.08 to $1.32; pears, 90 cents 
to $1.32; plums, $1.74. It is evident th at 
these prices are not sufficient to ju sti­ 
fy large shipm ents of California fruit 
to the London m arket, when the cost 
of freight, insurance and risk is con­ 
sidered. 
Yet, under favorable circum ­ 
stances, there should be a large dem and 
there for the fruit from th a t 
state. 
Some of the fruit sold last year was 
purchased by Germ an and Russian buy­ 
ers, and this m arket could be considera­ 
bly increased. 
The trouble has arisen 
from the fact that, ow ing to the long 
tim e the fruit is in tran sit much of it 
has arrived in London in poor condi­ 
tion. and English buyers are suspicious 
and unw illing to take the risk of hav­ 
ing it spoil on their hands. Again, the 
fruit m ust be sold im m ediately upon a r­ 
rival, and in m any cases it arrives in 
London when the m arket is overstocked 
with cheaper fruit from other countries. 
It is shipped to consignees, who have no 
interest in the m atter save to secure 
their com mission and charges, and if 
the price obtained is not sufficient to 
cover these they have only to draw 
draft on the shipper here to cover the 
deficiency. 
The remedy lies in a 
re­ 
adjustm ent of the method of conducting 
the business. 
None but the very best 
quality of selected fruit should be sent 
and it should be packed w ith special 
reference to the dangers of the long 
tran sit and frequent handlings. 
More 
over, resident agents should 
be 
ap­ 
pointed in the principal cities of the 
E ast and Europe, who would be th o r­ 
oughly 
fam iliar 
w ith 
the 
different 
California 
fruits, 
and 
should 
ba 
paid regular salaries Instead of com 
missions. These agents, upon being ad­ 
vised of a shipm ent of fruit, w ith full 
inform ation as to its 
condition 
and 
quality, would im m ediately set inquiries 
on foot as to the dem and not only in 
the cities in which they are located, but 
In adjacent towns and neighboring lo­ 
calities, and m ake agreem ents for the 
sale of the fruit, conditioned upon its 
being 
according to 
representations, 
They could keep the shippers here post­ 
ed at all tim es regarding the conditions 
and prospects of the m arkets. 


S O M E H A R D CREEK NAMES. 


Not 1’roiinunc‘cri U nite as th e A verage 
B eader W ould Suppose. 
Greek proper nam es have been the 
source of considerable study to the 
reading public since the Greek troubles 
began and the pronunciation of the 
names of some of the officials who are 
prominent 
in 
Athens at the present 
time has be°n the subject of contro­ 
versy, says the New York Tribune. 
A man who is well versed on the 
subject said th at the modern Greek 
peculiarity was to a great extent the 
accentuation and gave as an instance 
the nam e of M auromichales, the Greek 
secretary of the interior. 
The nam e i3 
pronounced 
M ov-ro-miehalis, 
w ith 
strong accent on the second syllable. 
The secretary of foreign affairs, Alex­ 
ander Skouzes, pronounces his nam e 
Sko-u-zes, with strong accent on the 
u. 
The 
nam e of Philip Varvogles, 
m inister of justice, is pronounced Var- 
vo-chlees, the ch in the third1 syllable 
being 
hard 
like 
the 
Germ an 
ch. 
Nicholas Metaxas, m inister of war, has 
an easy nam e for foreigners, but the 
m inister 
of 
m arine, 
Levides, 
pro­ 
nounces his nam e Levee-thes. 
The 
president of the cham ber of deputies 
w rites his nam e 
Zalmes 
and 
pro­ 
nounces it Za-i-mis, w ith accent on the 
second 
syllable. 
C anaris, 
the 
fleet 
com m ander’s name, is pronounced Can­ 
a l e s , with accent on the first syllabic. 
The nam e of D elyannis 
appears 
in 
print every day and m ost readers have 
ideas as to its pronunciation. 
His 
Greek 
neighbors 
call 
the 
prem ier 
Delee-yanees, w’ith accent on the sec­ 
ond syllable. 
Like the Russians, the Greeks have 
no fam ily nam es except in the higher 
walks of society, and a man whose 
nam e is Gregorius will call his son 
Gregoriades, pronouncing the d much 
like th in though. 
The son of Dem et­ 
rius is called Dem ethriades. 
One of the m ost common nam es in 
Greece is Pappadopoulos, which may 
be assumed by any m an whose father 
was a priest, and a man instead of 
taking the nam e of A ntoniades may 
call him self by the longer nam e, if 
F ather Anthoy was a priest. 
The d In 
Antoniades, Pappadopoulos and in all 
nam es w here it comes before a vowel. 
is pronounced like th In though.

ANIMALS SHAM D EATH. 


F oot W as P s rh a p a R esponsible f a r TW* 
Bt im age In c id en ts. 


Two caser are on record of foxea be­ 
ing discovered in hen houses. In each 
case the fox not only completely de* 
ceived the finder, but allowed himself 
to be dragged out by the brush and 
thrown down, In the one case in a field 
and in the other a dunghill, says the 
Scotsman. 
In each 
Instance the fox 
then jumped up and ran away. 
An­ 
other example is that of a fox which 
dangled across a man’s shoulder as It 
allowed itself to be carried along a road 
for more than a mile. 
At last It bit 
the man and was promptly dropped. 
A cat was observed to carry a. weasel 
home In its mouth, the weasel dang­ 
ling helplessly. 
The door of the house 
was closed and the cat. In conformity 
with its usual habit, mewed to gain ad­ 
mission. 
To mew. however, it had to 
set down the weasel, which jumped up 
and fastened on its nose. 
The follow­ 
ing instance was observed by the late 
Prof. Romanes: 
A corncrake had been 
retrieved by a dog, and, having every 
appearance of being dead. was put in 
the man’s pocket. 
Presently violent 
struggles were felt and the man drew 
the bird out. 
To his astonishment it 
again hung in his hand limp and ap­ 
parently lifeless. 
It was then set upon 
the ground and watched from behind 
some cover. 
In a short time it raised 
its head, looked around and decamped 
at full speed. 
A singular 
fact that 
must not be overlooked In connection 
with this phenomenon is that some an­ 
imals have been found to be actually 
dead which were at first thought to be 
shamming. 
Romanes, 
for 
instance, 
found this to be the case with a squir­ 
rel w’hich he had caught in a cloth, 
and with which he wanted to experi­ 
ment with 
regard to the feigning ol 
death. 
Sir E. Tennent also relates, In 
his book on the “Natural History of 
Ceylon,” that the wild elephant some­ 
times dies when being taken from the 
corral by tame elephants. 
Further, he 
relates a case in 
which, being con­ 
vinced that an elephant was dead, he 
had its lashings taken off, he and a 
friend leaning against it the while to 
rest. 
Hardly had they left it when It 
rose hurriedly and, trumpeting vocif­ 
erously, rushed off in the jungle. 
The 
fact, however, that a squirrel or an el­ 
ephant when captured unhurt will d!o 
is sufficient to show that a most power­ 
ful nervous derangement of some sort 
is induced. 
When the 
late 
Joseph 
Thomson lectured on his African ex­ 
perience he related how the first buf­ 
falo he shot tossed him and how, when 
he came to himself and tried to sit up. 
he found his antagonist glaring at him 
a few yards away. 
He told how he 
recollected that a buffalo does not try 
to loss a creature which shows no signs 
of life, and how he let his head sinh 
slowly back and lay shamming dead. 
Pheasants, 
in 
flying across 
wide 
stretches of water, have been noticed 
suddenly to fall. 
In this way they arc 
apparently drowned. It is perhaps dan­ 
gerous to assert positively that fear is 
here the active cause of death yet we 
are apparently 
justified in believing 
that a paroxysm of fear can produce 
sudden death. 
The squirrel and the 
elephant may have died in fright; cer­ 
tainly death in man can be produced by 
sudden fear, and, although man has a 
much more sensitive nervous mechan­ 
ism, the lower 
animals have an ex­ 
tremely active instinct of fear. 
Prof. 
Lloyd Morgan mentions the case of a 
surfacem an working in the Severn tun­ 
nel, who was nearly killed by a train. 
It is stated that “his attention was so 
riveted that he was unable to make, or 
rather he felt no desire to make the 
appropriate movements"—that he could 
not help watching the rain, but felt no 
terror. 
With the greatest difficulty he 
m anaged to shake himself free of his 
fascination. 
In describing his feelings 
when the danger is past ho is reported 
to have said, "I came over all a cold 
sweat and felt as helpless as a baby. 
I was frightened enough then." 
This 
may perhaps be taken as a cataleptic 
condition without fear.

forests and to** the prevention and suppression of forest sad prairie Area, 


approved April 18th, 1895, 


The following are liable to a penalty not exceeding $100 or imprison­ 
ment not exceeding three months: 


Any person refusing, without cause, to assist fire wardens in extinguishing 
forest or prairie fires. 


Any fire warden who neglects to perform his duties. 


Any person who willfully, negligently or carelessly sets on ore, or canoes 
to be set on fire, any woods, prairies or other combustible material 
thereby causing injury to another. 


Any person who shell kindle a fire, on or dangerously near to forest or 
prairie land and leave it unquenched, or who shall be a party thereto- 


Any person who shall use other than incombustible firewads for firearms 
or carry a naked torch, firebrand or other exposed light in or 
dangerously near to forest land. 


Any person who shall willfully or heedlessly deface, destroy or remove 
this or any other warning placard posted andor the requirements of 
the above mentioned Act. 


Any railroad company willfully neglecting to provide efficient spark 
arresters on its engines; or to keep its right of way to the width of 
IOO feet cleared of combustible material; or which shall fail to comply 
with other provisions of Section 12, of the above mentioned Act. 


The following are liable to a penalty of not less than $3 nor more 
than #50. 


Any railroad omplove who willfully violates the provisions of Section 12, of 
- tho above mentioned Act. 


Any owuer of threshing or other portable steam engine who neglects to 
have efficient spark arresters, or who shall deposit live coals or hot 
ashes witthont extinguishing the same. 


The following are liable to a penalty not exoeeding $go o or imprison­ 
ment in tho state prison not over ten years, or both: 


Any person who maliciously rot/t or causes to be 6et on fire any wood* 
prairie or other combustible material whereby the property of anomer 
is destroyed aud life is sac rib oil.

It cannot be said th a t the Swati 
variety of Pathan in a very attra ct­ 
ive person, writes H. W. Lawson, 
!n the London Telegraph. 
Among 
P a th a n s the Swatis look somewhat 
puny and in face not less ill favored. 
The typo is intensely Semitic, and 
the raco here fanatically M oham­ 
medan. 
It would be unfair to judge 
of w hat standard of civilization 
they m ay be capable just now', for 
our system of order has not yet tak­ 
en root, and m urder and theft are 
still things of everyday life. 
Two m ornings before my arrival a 
sepoy, ill of confluent smallpox, j 
was stabbed to death in an isolated 
tent, and it is to be devoutly hoped 
th a t the public prophecy of the po­ 
litical officer of its visitation on the 
m urderer or murderess m ay be ful­ 
filled. 
Only a short tim e since his 
sals went down to the polo ground 
in the upper valley w ith a pony. On 
the way he wTas killed by a D irghar 
Swati, w'ho evidently wanted to get 
hold of the animal, but after m ount­ 
ing it took the w rong road and gal­ 
loped into a party of £ ik h s returning 
from drill. One of them prom ptly 
hit the pony over the noso and the 
scoundrel fell into their arms. 
By 
10 o ’clock the same morning he had 
paid the penalty of his crime. This 
sort of outrage is common enough, 
and Swati opinion, such as it is, does 
not condemn the m urder of a Kaffir, 
w hite or black, Sikh or English, but 
to kill a sahib is too dangerous to 
the tribal pocket aud the tribal ex­ 
istence to be lightly attempted. 
Before long the district will settle 
down to a more peacef ul state. From 
an 
archaeological 
and 
religious 
standpoint, this part of the country 
is full of a peculiar interest, for 
these Swat valleys were the very 
seat and center of early Buddhism. 
No mound is ever disturbed without 
great quantities of Buddhist relics 
and objects of worship being discov­ 
ered. 
First of all, there are the 
statues 
of Asoka himself, 
then 
groups collected around him after 
the m anner of the m odiuval pic­ 
tures of the adoration, and, lastly, 
friezes of a classical kind. The taste 
and style are som ew hat varied, the 
later ones betraying the usual evi­ 
dence of Hindoo influeneo in the 
grotesqueness of their art. 
Most of 
the earlier kind are full of Greek 
types, and w’ere undoubtedly the 
result of the conquest of Alexander 
the Great. At C hukdurra, ton miles 
beyond the Malakund, there is a 
bridge over the Swat river at a place 
w here tradition says a certain por­ 
tion of A lexander’s arm y crossed, 
coming into India the same way our 
force went up to ChitraL 
In the 
m useum s somo of these Buddhist 
memorials have lieon pieced togeth­ 
er, and in th at way show how' high 
was th e artistic power of the artists 
of early days. 
Such is the fanati­ 
cism of the Swati population even 
now' th a t they hardly ever bring in 
u Buddha without first initiating 
him by chopping off the classic nose. 
Very properly the finds thus spoiled 
earn no rewards. 
It is just this fa­ 
naticism that requires keeping in 
check. 
The brigade at Malakund 
and at the various posts and forts is 
kept at full strength and not w ith ­ 
out need. 
Even so, it strikes the 
most casual critic th at it is too near 
the base and too concentrated to 
keep tho Chitral road as open as it 
ought to be. A half (tay house will 
soon have to bo fouud and furnished.

How the Logs are Moving. 
I h e Mississippi & Rum River Boom 
company has matters on the river as 
well in hand now as though the ice 
and logs had not seriously crippled 
them duing the early part of t he season. 
Every thing at Minneapolis in connec­ 
tion with the turning of tho logs to 
the mills is working smoothly. There 
are about 30,000,000 feet of logs at the 
upper gap and more are running in 
all the time. 
There is a crew of men 
at Elk River working the logs out of 
the sloughs aud moving gradually in 
the direction of Minneapolis. 
The 
logs are coming over tho Little Falls 
dam at the rate of from six to eight 
million feet per day. There is a crew 
workiug at Olinstead bar about five 
miles above that place getting off a 
lot of logs that have stranded there. 
They are working to finish while the 
water is held up by the big jam above 
Little Falls dam. 
Logs are being 
sluiced over the Brainerd dam and 
being allowed to run down the river. 
Above that dam the logs that were cut 
aud put into the river this winter have 
been stopped by the boom, and all the 
old logs will be over the dam in the 
course of a week or ten days.- Lum ­ 
berman.

W ill Kill Caterpillar*. 
The following item may be of bene­ 
fit to our farmers who are being pes­ 
tered with the tent caterpillar, or web 
worm as it is sometimes called, and 
which are causing a good deal of 
damage in various sections the present 
season: 
“A farmer, in a neighboring paper, 
says every year I hear of caterpillars 
destroying whole orchards, and there 
is nothing to dispose of more easily. 
I bore a hole in a tree deep enough to 
reach the sap, fill it with sulphur and 
then plug it up. The result is magical. 
The sap takes up the sulphur to every 
brauvdi and twig aud the caterpillar at 
once dies. 
I have never known of a 
tree being injured by it, and have pur­ 
sued the course for years.” 
Prof. Otto Lugger, the state univer­ 
sity etouiologist writes tbe following 
letter regarding the pest: 
“The worms infesting basswood aud 
all other trees, is a teut-caterpillar. 
Two species are dow at work almost 
in every part of the state, the one on 
basswood is the ‘tent-caterpillar of the 
forest,’ while the other is th e ‘orchard 
tent-eaterpillar.’ 
The latter prefers 
plums, cherries, apples, etc.,and makes 
a large, white aud tent-like home. 
Upou small trees these worms are 
readily killed with a torch, or by the 
use of kerosene oil, since the worms 
are social and remain together in largo 
numbers in or near their nest. 
They 
feed but twice per day, when they 
leave their nest in a very soldier-like 
manner, 
marching iu regular order 
to their ‘grub.’ 
While at homo the 
torch, etc., should be applied. 
This 
is rather a hard treatment for a worm 
that is so regular in its habits; in fact, 
it seems wrong to punish it for stay­ 
ing at home. 
The use of Paris green 
or London purple by means of a spray 
will also kill them. 
The worms are 
more than half grown at present and 
will be a thing of the past in less than 
two weeks. But th y will return again 
(or their offspring) next year, hence 
spraying is necessary. 
Two years 
from now they will also appear in even 
larger numbers, but will be killed off 
by a disease. 
I am sorry to say that 
I have not been able to propagate this 
disease, but have not yet given up 
hope of being able to do so in the 
future.”

Furniture Made to Order. 
“ One of the funniest experiences 
I had in Ja p a n ,” said a woman re­ 
cently, who has been connectcd with 
missionary work in th at country, 
‘‘was w ith chairs. 
It had never en­ 
tered m y mind that w hat is with us 
such a common article of household 
furniture should he an unknown 
quantity to anyhaf the subjects of 
the mikado, and it was with dismay 
that I discovered the house I was to 
occupy was quite chairless. 
I im ­ 
mediately summoned a native car­ 
penter and tried to explain to him 
w hat I wished him to m ake for me. 
It was an extrem ely difficult task, 
for he was evidently unable to com­ 
prehend why any one should desire 
to sit otherw ise than cross legged 
iqton the floor. 
U nfortunately, my 
talent for draw ing is strictly limit­ 
ed. 
I realized th at fact, but until I 
had made several 
ineffectual a t­ 
tem pts to portray a chair—about as 
easy a subject as I could have had— 
I had never really appreciated the 
extent of my incapacity. Tho draw ­ 
ings which the poor carpenter final­ 
ly carried off with him as models 
w'ere such th a t m y heart misgave 
me. 
“ That I had good reason for m y 
fears w'as shown when tho chairs 
W'ere sent home. 
W ith the prover­ 
bial oriental faithfulness, the m an 
had made precise copies of his pat­ 
terns. 
W here the chairs of my 
sketches had weakly balanced backs, 
slanting seats and crooked legs, 
their woodon counterparts exhibited 
the same peculiarities. 
They were 
more difficult to sit on than I should 
ever have imagined chairs could pos­ 
sibly be.

tim** during which the pigeon can re­ 
collect the place of his home and the 
distal c * from which he is able to find 
lits way back to it, says the Popular 
Science Monthly. 
Some birds have 
found their way home after five years’ 
absence, and it is generally considered 
that good birds can be depended upon 
for six months. Pigeons have returned 
from Vienna and from Rome to B rus­ 
sels, and others, sold to be carried 
away to America, have made their 
way back to their original owner in 
Belgium. 
When pigeons were to lie 
sent back anil forth it has been usual 
to keep two sets, with their respective 
homes at either end of tho 
course; 
and. when they have reached their 
home, to carry them back to the places 
from which they are to be dispatched. 
An ingenious process has been devised 
to overcome this difficulty and cause 
the birds to fly with equal certainty in 
both directions. 
Pigeons, for example, 
whose home is in Paris, are confined 
for several days at St. Denis and fed 
there at a stated hour every day with 
some favorite food which is not given 
them at their real home. 
They 
be­ 
come, in the course of time, familiar 
with their new home and its choice 
dishes. 
When set at liberty they start 
off at once for Paris, without forget­ 
ting the good things they enjoyed at 
St. Denis. 
W hen they are to be sent 
back they are made to fast a little 
while and are then let loose about 
feeding time at St. Denis. 
They go 
thither, and, when they have their 
own way. time their going so as to be 
there at the exact moment of feeding. 
Birds have thus been taught to fly 
back and 
forth 
regularly 
between 
places thirty miles apart.

Under the Act ot the Legislature of Minnesota for the preservation of 


forests and for the prevention aud suppression of forest and prairie fireg, 


approved April 18th, 1895, 


The following are liable to a penalty not exceeding $ 1 0 0 or imprison­ 


ment not exceeding three months: 


Any person refusing, without cause, to assist fire wardens in extinguishing 
forest or prairie fires. 


Any fire warden who neglects to perform his duties. 


Any person who willfully, negligently or carelessly sets on ore, or cause* 
to be set on fire, any woods, prairies or other combnstiblo material 
thereby causing injury to another. 


Any person who shell kindle a fire, on or dangerously near to forest or 
prairie land and leave it unquenched, or who shall be a party thereto. 


Any person who shall use other than incombustible firewads for firearm* 
or carry a naked torch, firebrand or othor exposed light in or 
dangerously near to forest land. 


Any person who shall willfully or heedlessly deface, destroy or rernov* 
this or any other warning placard posted under the requirements of 
the above mentioned Act. 


Any railroad company willfully neglecting to provide efficient spark 
arresters on its engine-; or to keep its right of way to the width of 
100 feet cleared of combustible material; or which shall fail to comply 
with other provisions of Section 12, of the above mentioned Act. 


The following are liable to a penalty of not Ie3s than #5 nor more 


than $50. 


Am railroad employe w ho willfully violates the provisions of Section 12, of 
■ the above mentioned Act. 


Any owner of threshing or other portable steam engine who neglects to 
have efficient spark arresters, or who shall deposit live ccals or hot 
ahl.es witthout extinguishing the same. 


The following are liable to a penalty not exoeeding #500 or imprison­ 


ment in the state prison not over ten years, or both:
